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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The 1933 appropriation was $15,000 00 
The 1933 expenditures were $14,454 03 
The funds received and receivable from the 

State amount to $4,671 90 
Making the net cost for school pur- 

poses for the year 1933 $9,782 13 
The 1934 School Budget is $15,750 00 


Tuition bills for the year 1934 will probably be higher 
due to an anticipated increase in the number of high school 
pupuls. 


During the year 1933 both school houses have been paint- 
ed inside and out, gutters and conductors have been installed 
at the Aaron Wood School connected to dry wells. The 
Aaron Wood School lot has been cleaned up and many trees 
removed. The labor cost of this work was furnished by the 
Federal Government as a Civil Works Administration pro- 
ject. Materials required for the work must be paid for from 
school funds. Practically all the material required was pur- 
chased in December and the bills for same will be payable in 
the 1934 school year. This accounts for an increase in the 
item of repairs in our 1934 Budget.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


I herewith present my report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1933. 

During the past year when operation under reduced bud- 
gets has been the general rule in every town’s activities, it 
has been the aim of this department to fully cooperate in 
every measure of economy... To this end every expenditure 
has been carefully considered before being made and it is felt 
that the schools have been conducted at the lowest cost con- 
sistent with actual needs. 

The annual appropriation for the schools was $15,000 
and the year closed with a balance of $545.97 The town 
has been reimbursed $2,073.03 by the State which should be 
credited to the schools and an additional payment of $2,598.87 
is due the town from the State for high school transportation. 
This last sum, due on October last was not paid at that time 
owing to the State’s appropriation for reimbursements being 
exhausted at that time. A letter from the State Department 
or Education states that this reimbursement will be made 
early in the present year. This would make the net cost of 
the schools to the town $9,782.13. The last report of the 
Department of Education states that of a group of 125 towns 
of less than 5,000 inhabitants and not maintaining a high 
school, Boxford ranks as 76th in the expenditure per pupil, 
2. €., 75 towns of our class spend more per pupil than Boxford. 
This would seem to indicate that the schools of this town have 
been conducted economically. 

The town has been fortunate in retaining the teaching 
staff of a year ago. The teachers have rendered conscientious 
service and their work has met with excellent success. 

With the opening of the new high school building in 
Tepsfield last September the attendance of the pupils of the 
Hast Parish attending high school was centered at that school. 
These pupils are now carrying on their work under most 
favorable conditions. The ranks which are received from 
the school authorities at Topsfield and North Andover at the 
close of each marking period show a general praiseworthy 
standing and an evident appreciation on the part of the 
pupils of the opportunity afforded them by the town. The 
ranks of the freshmen show that the preparation given them 
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in our local schools has generally been effective. It will be 
our endeavor to ever strengthen the ability and readiness 
of those entering high school to successfully eope with high 
school problems. 

Early in the year Dr. Stephen Maddock was appointed as 
school physician ; he is bringing to the schools real service and 
value. The annual examination of the pupils was made by 
the school dentist and much corrective work was done. In 
the Fall the Chadwick clinic for the detection and correction 
of pulmonary troubles was held. The actual results of this 
clinic will be reported by the school nurse, and here I would 
like again to attest to the most valuable work being done by 
the school nurse who by her weekly visits to the schools, by 
her general talks in the schools, by her individual appeal to 
pupils and by visits to the parents has accomplished much 
toward safeguarding the health of our pupils. I would eall 
your attention to her report of her work. 

In December, funds from the Civil Works Administra- 
tion became available for our schools and both buildings have 
been painted on both the outside and the inside. At the Aaron 
Wood School, gutters and conductors were installed, dry wells 
to care for the roof water were constructed and many trees 
were removed, thus adding much to the appearance of the 
building as well as admitting more light. Each building is 
now in excellent condition. 

The bi-monthly inspection of school busses for safety of 
operation has been made by the State officials during the year. 

In closing, I would express my appreciation to the 
teachers for their successes and to the school committee for 
their helpful cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The 1934 appropriation was $15,500 00 
The 1934 expenditures were $15,430 84 
The funds received and receivable from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusettts for school 
purposes covering the calendar year 1934 


amount to $5,708 78 
Mak‘ng the net cost to the town of Boxford 
for school purposes for the year 1934 $9,722 06 
The 1935 School Budget is $16,277 00 
This represents an increase in the 1935 bud- 
eet over the 1934 budget of 527 00 


This inerease is accounted for as follows: 


First: An increase of $100.00 in teachers’ salaries. All 
of this increase is refunded to us by the State but must be 
provided for in the first instance by Town appropriation. 

Second: An increase of $150.00 in the High School tuition 
item. This represents a bill of the City of Haverhill which 
that city failed to render promptly and not until December 
of 1934. As the bill is a legitimate one, it must be provided 
for in our budget this year. Approximately 50% of it will 
be refunded by the state. 

Third: Insurance premiums of $235.00 on policies cov- 
ering the schoolhouses are payable in 1935. These policies 
are written for a three-year term and therefore one-third of 
the premium could properly be allocated to each of the years 
1935, 1936, and 1937. The premiums must all be paid in 
advance, however. 

The bus contracts for transportation of grade and high 
school pupils expired in June 1934. New contracts have been 
arranged on a three-year basis with Archie Peabody in the 
East Parish and George E. Carver in the West Parish at a 
substantial saving in the contract price per bus mile. 

Both schoolhouses are in good physical condition. No 
changes have been made in the teaching staff through the 
last year. The marks received by Boxford pupils attending 
high school indicate that our grade schools are being operated 
in an efficient manner from an educational standpoint.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1934. 

The general school conditions have not changed materially 
from those of last year. There were at the end of the year 
139 Boxford pupils attending either elementary or second- 
ary schools; 102 in the elementary schools distributed as fol- 
lows,—38 in the West Parish and 64 in the Kast Parish, 37 
are attending high school, 14 at Andover, 22 at Topsfield and 
1 at Haverhill. Of those attending high school it is expected 
that 11 will be graduated in June and that 8 new pupils will 
enter high school in September thus not materially affecting 
either the numbers or the expense during the year 1935. 

When it is recalled that the state reimburses the town for 
one-half the cost of the tuition as well as the full cost of the 
transportation of high school pupils, the net cost per pupil for 
high school education to the town is not great. The reports 
of their standing received at the end of each marking period 
show that the opportunities offered by the town are cenerally 
appreciated by the pupils and amply justify the investment 
which the town is making in them. 

Little change has taken place in the grades during the 
year. We judge as to the efficiency of the work of these 
grades by the successes or failures of our pupils after enter- 
ing high school and I am glad to state that the report coming 
back from the high schools shows a generally good preparation 
for high school work. The town has been fortunate in not 
having had any change in its teaching staff and I am glad to 
attest to the conscientious spirit and work of the teachers and 
school committee. 

Several years ago the school committee adopted the rule 
that all pupils entering the first grade must have reached 
their fifth birthday on or prior to April 1 of the year of en- 
tering school. This is the age of entrance generally adopted 
throughout the state and the wisdom of this rule is universally 
recognized. 1 would recommend that this rule be closely 
adhered to in this town for while there may be sufficient room 
in the school rooms for a few more pupils, it is doubtful if 
sufficient educational advantage accrues to these pupils by 
their early admission to offset the extra attention and expen- 
diture of time by the teacher caused by their immaturity. 
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The annual dental clinic was held in October and much 
corrective work was accomplished by the school dentist; this 
reacts on the general health of the pupils and is a phase of 
school work greatly to be commended. 

Close watch is kept by the school nurse for the mb ga 
and spread of epidemics and all children’s diseases; she also 
gives frequent talks to pupils as to the proper care of the eyes, 
teeth, feet, bathing, first aid, ete. In every possible way we 
endeavor to safeguard the present and future health of our 
pupils. 

While we are trying to develop the mental skill and 
abilities of our .boys and girls, we, in this town, are doing but 
little to develop the manual aptitudes and skills of these same 
boys and girls. At the present time Federal Aid is being 
offered by which means a group of towns is able to secure the 
services of a trained man and woman who work with the boys 
in teaching the use and care of tools and the construction of 
woodworking projects and with the girls in homemaking and 
housekeeping projects. I would recommend that the towns 
of this union consider the advisability of collectedly securing 
such aid and the adoption of such work. I believe that the re- 
sults secured will be quickly seen and the utility of the work 
very generally admitted. 

Bi-monthly inspections of school busses are made by the 
state authorities and suggestions made at such inspections 
receive the immediate and hearty co-operation of the drivers. 

In conclusion, I would express my appreciation to all who 
have contributed in any way to make the work of our schools 
more successful and especially to the teachers and the mem- 
bers of school committee for their co-operation and support.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


As physician to the schools of the Town of Boxford for 
the year ending December 31, 1934, the following report is 
submitted: All children in the schools were given complete 
physical examination and a statement of any defects found 
was sent to the parents. Immunization against diphtheria 
was performed on those children who had not previously been 
treated. A campaign was begun for the eradication of pedi- 
culosis capitis in the East Parish which is still in progress. 
For exact figures of the amount of work done in the local 
schools attention is called to the report of the district nurse. 
In general the physical condition of the children of the com- 
munity was found to be satisfactory. The most common faults 
were carious teeth, infected tonsils and malnutrition. 

All these defects could be overcome by proper cooperation 
on the part of the residents of the town. An adequate fund 
should be set aside for the purpose of supplying dental care to 
all the children of the village. The funds previously raised 
by private subscription have never been large enough to meet 
this demand, and unless some such levy is made it will be im- 
possible to secure the services of a dentist during the coming 
year. Through an arrangement with the Beverly Hospital 
it is possible to have enlarged or diseased tonsils removed on 
the recommendation of the school physician at a nominal fee. 
More parents should avail themselves of this opportunity. 
There are some children in each school who are definitely un- 
dernourished. It would be most advisable for a fund to be 
raised to furnish these children with milk and crackers or hot 
soup during the recess and noon hours. 

In addition to diphtheria immunization all parents havy- 
ing infants under the age of two, who come in contact with 
older children are advised to have these infants vaccinated 
against whooping cough by the family physician because of 
the serious consequences of the disease in early life. Children 
of any age who accidentally come in contact with a case of 
measles should at once be protected from this disease by the 
injection of placental extract which can be done by the family 
physician. : 

During the past year the school physicians of Essex 
County have formed an organization for the purpose of bring- 
ing school health under a better coordinated system. From 
now on policies of the school doctor in Boxford will be uni- 
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form with those adopted by this group of physicians of the 
neighboring cities and towns. 

In conclusion the writer wishes to thank the school com- 
mittee for its hearty cooperation during the past year and to 
invite any criticisms or suggestions from the parents which 
may lead to better health conditions in the local schools.

OF THE TOWN OF BOXFORD 
FROM ARPIL 1, 1932 TO SEPTEMBER 21, 1935 





To the Tax Payers of the Town: 


The following is a Summary of the report of the detailed 
examination of all the financial transactions of the town from 
the time of the previous audit, April 1, 1932 to Sept. 21, 1935. 

It must be a great satisfaction and assurance to the citi- 
zens of the town to know that such an exhaustive examination 
of the financial records are thus made about every three years 
by the Division of Accounts of the Department of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation of the Commonwealth. Of course there 
is no slightest suggestion of any dishonesty on the part of any 
town official handling the finances of the town,—like Caesar’s 
wife, they are ‘‘above suspicion.’’? (I am permitted to say 
this with utmost sincerity and freedom because I, as Town 
Accountant, do not cateh even the most distant smell of any 
\etual money) and in the monthly run of the town business 
between the Assessors, the Collector, the Clerk, the Treasurer, 
and the Andover National Bank there is very little opportun- 
ity for anybody to make off with any considerable amount of 
cash. Nevertheless, it is a satisfaction to have all accounts 
and financial records thus carefully combed and checked up, 
for with the utmost care some minor and unimportant differ- 
ences in the records may creep in, and it is wise to have these 
found and corrected by an expert accountant,—and the knowl- 
edge that such a check-up is coming makes us all the more 
careful. 

The full details of this examination are on file at the Town 
Hall and may be seen by any one who is interested.

In accordance with your instructions, IT have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford for the 
period from April 1, 1932, the date of the previous audit, to 
Sept. 21, 1935, and submit the following report thereon. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were ex- 
amined and checked with the treasurer’s books and with the 
records in the several departments collecting money for the 
town. 

The appropriations, as entered in the ledger, were checked 
to the town clerk’s records of appropriations voted by the 
town. 

The receipts, as shown on the accountant’s books, were 
checked with the records of the treasurer, and the payments 
were compared with the selectmen’s warrants to the treasurer. 

The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary ad- 
justing entries resulting from the audit were made, and a 
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balance sheet was prepared showing the financial condition 
of the town as of September 21, 1935. 

It was noted, in checking the reeords of town meeting 
proceedings, that the town voted in 1933 and 1934 to authorize 
the treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to transfer 
from surplus revenue to other accounts small amounts that 
might be needed to provide for unforeseen expenses. In this 
connection it is recommended that to provide for extraordin- 
ary or unforeseen expenses, a small sum be apprpriated an- 
nually for a reserve fund in accordance with Section 6, Chap- 
ter 40, General Laws. The power vested in the town meeting 
to vote appropriations to be provided for by taxation or from 
surplus revenue cannot be delegated by the town to any board 
or officer. Similarly, transfers from the overlay reserve fund, 
established under Section 25, Chapter 59, General Laws, for 
extraordinary or unforeseen expenses may be voted only by 
the town. 

It was also found that it has been the practice to charge 
the cost of maintaining road equipment against the receipts 
derived from the rental of road machinery, contrary to the 
provisions of Section 53, Chapter 44, General Laws. In this 
connection it is recommended that the receipts from the rental 
of town-owned machinery be held as a reserve, in accordance 
with a vote of the town passed in 1932, subject to appropri- 
ation by the town for the maintenance of the road machinery. 
However, such appropriations should be voted for specific 
amounts and from receipts actually on hand at the time the 
appropriations are voted. . 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the records in the departments collecting 
money for the town and with the other sources from which 
money is paid into the town treasury, while the payments 
were checked with the warrants authorizing the disbursement 
of town funds. The cash balance on September 21, 1935, was 
reconciled with statements furnished by the banks in which 
the town funds are deposited. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination were audited, and all subsequent 
commitment lists were added and proved with the assessors’ 
warrants. The cash books were footed, the postings were 
checked, the necessary adjusting and correcting entries were 
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made, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the re- 
corded abatements were compared with the assessors’ records 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed are correct. 

The town clerk’s records of receipts on account of hunting 
and fishing and of dog licenses were examined, the payments 
to the State and the town, respectively, being verified with the 
receipts on file. 

The surety bonds of the treasurer and the collector for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. The surety bond of the town 
clerk is in the form of a continuation certificate, and it is 
recommended that an annual bond be executed for him. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the various trust funds in the custody of the 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was proved 
and the withdrawals were checked with the receipts as shown 
in the treasurer’s cash book. 

In addition to the balance sheet mentioned above, there 
are appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and assessment 
accounts, as well as tables showing the trust fund transactions. 

For the co-operation extended by the various town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

The 1935 appropriation was $16,277 00

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


In conformity to the custom of many years, a report as 
superintendent of schools is herewith submitted for the year 
ending December 31, 1935. 

No marked change has characterized the work of the year 
just passed, but there has been a quiet persistent effort by the 
teachers to effect the advancement of their pupils, and an 
earnest effort on the part of the school officials to provide 
proper and sufiicient facilities for the accomplishment of this 
work. Such combined, harmonious efforts cannot but be 
effective of results. 

The backbone of a school system lies in its teachers. When 
teachers of recognized ability and success continue in our ser- 
vice, the advantages being very evident. Such fortune has 
been ours for the past three years. 

At the close of the year 145 pupils of this town were in 
attendance at elementary or high schools distributed as fol- 
lows: 71 pupils at the Aaron Wood School; 41 pupils at 
the Gardner Morse school ; 16 pupils at Topsfield High 
school; 13 pupils at North Andover High school; and 4 
pupils in the elementary grades at Topsfield. 

The seating accommodations at the Aaron Wood school 
have been taxed the past term when every seat in the grammar 
room has been filled and some ten or more extra seats have 
had to be installed in the primary room. With the accessi- 
bility of this parish to the near-by cities and larger towns, 
the current movement from the cities to the towns, the lower 
tax rate and the general attractiveness of the town, it is not 
idle to expect that this congestion in the schools may continue 
and that the supplying of additional school room in the Hast 
Parish be made necessary in the near future. 

The sum of $5,482.52 was reimbursed the town by the 
state the past year; this includes full reimbursement for high 
school transportation and one half reimbursement for high 
school tuition, hence the actual net cost to the town for each 
pupil attending high school is relatively small. Reports of 
the ranking of these pupils are received at the close of each 
marking period, by which we are able to judge as to the fitness 
of their preparation as well as to their applieation to school 
work and their successes. It is pride for these pupils that | 
report that their ranks show a seeming appreciation of the 
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privileges being offered them by the town for advanced work. 

It is the number of classes made necessary in each of the 
local schools by the fact of having four grades in each room 
with the consequent division of the teachers’s time into short 
recitation periods for each class, that makes the work of our 
teachers difficult rather than the number of pupils. This sit- 
uation however seems unavoidable and makes the successes 
of our teachers the more praiseworthy. 

Clinies for the detection and treatment of incipient cases 
of tuberculosis, and the annual dental clinic have been carried 
on in connection with the school work and advantage of these 
has been taken by a large proportion of our pupils. 

The school buildings are in good repair. The work of 
erading now being carried on at the Aaron Wood building 
through the aid of the W.P.A. will add very greatly to the 
attractiveness of the building and lot. 

The school busses are inspected every other month and 
meet the rigid requirements of the state at each inspection. 

To all parents and friends who have co-operated in fur- 
thering the work of the schools during the past year and to 
the School Committee and teachers who have given untiringly 
of their best efforts, I would extend my sincere appreciation.

Compared with 1936, this represents a 
decrease of $260.00. 


The committee is attempting to keep its budget as low 
as is possible, and at the same time provide adequate educa- 
tional, health, and transportation facilities to the children of 
Boxford. 

During the past year the schoolhouses have been main- 
tained in good physical condition. Both sechoolhouses have 
been provided with copper screens which add considerably 
to the comfort of the pupils and improve the sanitary con- 
ditions within the building. 

The WPA project has been completed at the Aaron Wood 
School involving a complete re-grading of the school grounds. 
This work has improved drainage conditions of the grounds 
of the Aaron Wood School and made a very real betterment 
in the appearance of the building and surroundings. 

No changes have been made in the teaching staff during 
the past year. Boxford pupils on the average are maintaining 
a high standard of scholarship at the high schools, indicating 
that they are receiving proper preparation in our grade 
schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools for the year 
ending December 31, 1936 is herewith submitted. 

Such a report must have a general similarity to those 
of preceding years, as in a school system of our size, with its 
low expense for maintenance, but little in the line of expan- 
sion or experimentation is possible or even desirable. We 
try, however, not to stand still, but with the cooperation of 
school committee, parents, and teachers, to make an honest 
advancement each year. 

That we have not fallen behind in the line of scholarship 
is noted by the reports of our pupils attending high schools. 
To these we can point with pride as showing that our pupils 
are generally well prepared for high school work and show 
an appreciation of their privileges after entering high school. 

At the close of the year 141 pupils of this town were 
attending public schools. Of these, 59 attended the Aaron 
Wood school: 47 attended the Gardner Morse school; 19 were 
registered at the Topsfield High School; and 13 at the North 
Andover High School. In addition, 3 pupils were enrolled 
in the grades of Topsfield, it being less expensive to pay their 
tuition at Topsfield than to pay the necessary cost of trans- 
portation to Aaron Wood School. 

The enrollment at the Aaron Wood School is somewhat 
less than last year, while that of the Gardner Morse has in- 
ereased. The number of high school pupils has also increased. 
In September, 1937, a further increase of some eight or nine 
pupils attending high school may be expected. This may 
necessitate a larger expenditure for tuition in 1938. 

Our teaching staff remains the same as for the past three 
years. For this we are to be congratulated. Such a trained, 
experienced staff, conscientious in their work, with favorable 
working conditions cannot but secure successful results. 

At the Aaron Wood school through a P.W.A. project, 
the knoll at the rear of the building was levelled. With this 
material the grounds in front of the building were filled, 
eraded, loamed, and seeded, and an excellent catch of grass 
seed will insure a most attractive lawn the coming season, 
adding greatly to this already attractive building. <An ex- 
cellent playground by this work has been provided at the rear 
of the building and here the playground equipment gener- 
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ously provided by the Red Cross, has been installed, adding 
ereatly to the pleasure of the pupils. 

At the Gardner Morse school the heating system after a 
service of over iwenty years is nearly worn out and must be 
replaced in the near future. Rather than install a new ex- 
pensive heating system in this old building which will soon 
need a considerable outlay for repairs, would it not be well 
to cousider the replacement of this building by a modern 
building such as is now in use at the East Parish? This might 
well be undertaken asa W.P.A. project, and very much worth 
while. In such a building, provision could be made for man- 
ual work for both boys and girls, which, as I see it, is one of 
the most pressing needs of our present pupils. 

It has been the intent of the superintendent to furnish 
the teachers with an ample supply of material and a sufficient 
supply of modern textbooks during the past year. These, I 
believe, have been used with care and without undue waste 
and have been productive of praiseworthy results. 

The school buses are inspected every two months by the 
state authorities and easily conform to the state requirements. 

In closing I will state that the work of our schools has 
been carried on the past year without publicity and without 
ostentation, and at a low comparable cost. I know that there 
has been a quiet, continuing, persistent attempt for advance- 
ment and improvement, and for this I would express my 
appreciation to the teachers, and to the members of the School 
Committee for their loyal support.

Compared with 1937, this represents 
a decrease of $130; and a derease of 
$390 as compared with two years ago. 


School costs in most of the cities and towns in this Com- 
monwealth have shown a steadily rising tendency in the last 
few years. In contrast with this general trend, the annual 
school costs of Boxford have been maintained at approxi- 
mately $16,000 for several years. It has been possible to do 
this because the school committee has steadfastly refused to 
become interested in educational fads and fancies, and because 
the school committee has insisted on a policy of economy in 
administration. 

School Superintendent Mr. Keith, the teaching force, 
and the school janitors have cooperated in this endeavor. 
This program has not resulted in a lower standard of educa- 
tion in our schools. On the contrary, our standards have im- 
proved over the last several years, and our grade pupils are 
well equipped when they enter high school. 

Before next winter, however, it will be absolutely neces- 
sary, in the opinion of the school committee, to install a new 
heating plant in the Gardner Morse School. In the summer 
of 1936, we were advised by heating engineers that the heat- 
ing plant in the Gardner Morse School could not possibly be 
used another year. We have, however, by extensive patching, 
succeeded in using this plant for two more winters. We do 
not believe that this plant can be made to go another season. 
The cost of a suitable new plant for this school will be approx- 
imately $1,800. 

It seems to us wise to consider at this time the feasibility 
of erecting a new school in the West Parish, as a new heating 
plant installed in the old building would have very little value 
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if a new building were built. We have not included any 
figure for this item in our budget, as we thought it desirable 
to await the report of the special committee appointed at the 
last town meeting for the purpose of reporting on the feasi- 
bility of a new school. 

In the school committee’s opinion, this situation must 
be taken care of during the summer or fall of 1938, at a cost 
of from $1,800 to $2,000. It is the opinion of the school 
committee that a new school building for the West Parish is 
now desirable and will probably be absolutely necessary 
within the next five years. 

We feel that the citizens of Boxford should bear this situ- 
ation in mind when contemplating any extraordinary expendi- 
tures.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools for the 
year ending December 31, 1937, is hereby submitted. 

Such a report, necessarily similar to those of former 
years, should, I believe, be short and indicate for the future 
rather than be a treatise on some form of education which 
few would read. 

The enrollment shows a decrease from that of former 
years. The enrollment at the Aaron Wood school being 48 
at the opening of school and 47 at the close of the winter term. 
At the Gardner Morse school a somewhat different condition 
exists, with 54 enrolled at the close of the winter term. Thus 
making a total enrollment of 101 for the town as compared 
with 106 a year ago. Unquestionably this difference is but 
transient. 

The teaching staff has remained unchanged, a situation 
for which we may be thankful; a small increase of salary 
was granted three teachers in September yet they still re- 
ceive a lesser salary than is paid in other towns of similar size 
in this vicinity. 
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We now have 34 pupils attending high school. At least 
10 are expected to be graduated in June. It is expected that 
eight pupils will enter high school in the fall of 1938. 

The tuition of three pupils living in the extreme eastern 
part of the East Parish is paid to Topsfield as the transporta- 
tion of these pupils would far exceed the present tuition. 

We receive at the close of each marking period at Tops- 
field and at North Andover high schools, a record of each 
Boxford pupil’s standing. These marks show an appreciation 
of the privileges given them, and a standing comparing fav- 
orably with the other members of their classes. We may well 
be pleased with the standing of our high school students. 

The painting of the Aaron Wood school and the laying 
of a floor over a portion of the attic has added to the attrac- 
tiveness and utility of this building. 

At the Gardner Morse building, the almost complete 
collapse of the heating system threatened the abandonment 
of the building, but an extensive repair, although expensive, 
made the heating system again usable but in constant danger 
of collapse. 

The building is old, with poorly fitting window sashes 
which allow the loss of much heat, the front platform is in 
danger of collapse and the cellar with its toilets is far from 
sanitary. 

I would repeat my former recommendations that steps be 
taken toward the replacement of this building. 

In November, Mrs. Haines who had served in charge of 
the art work in our schools, resigned to accept a full time 
teaching position in Beverly. We were fortunate in securing 
Miss Esther Doane of West Newbury who is in charge of the 
art work in West Newbury, Newbury, and Salisbury, to re- 
place Mrs. Haines. Miss Doane’s work was most highly 
recommended to us by the teachers of these towns. 

Sehool busses meet the rigid requirements of the bi- 
monthly state inspection. 

In conclusion, I would express my appreciation to the 
teachers for their effective work; to the members of the 
School Board for their active cooperation, and to all the citi- 
zens who have in any way aided in the success of our schools.

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Report of the School Committee and the 
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HISTORIC SKETCH 


The town of Boxford was part of the territory included in 
Mr. Ezekiel Rogers’ plantation which was incorporated into 
the town of Rowley, September 4, 1639, and was called Row- 
ley Village until August 12, 1685, when is was set off as a 
town named for Boxford, England. 

Boxford, situated centrally in Essex County, twenty-eight 
miles north of Boston, on the Danvers and Newburyport 
branch of the Boston and Maine Railroad, consists of two 
parishes, East and West, in each of which there is a chuseh) 
public library, and school. In no town in this locality are 
there more beautiful ponds and hills, and with its forests, 
streams and pure air, it is an ideal place to live. 

Boxford is mostly an agricultural town, especially the West 
Parish where market gardening and dairying are carried on 
extensively. We have two saw mills and one grist mill in 
operation, and in years past there were located here, iron 
works, fulling mill, cotton mill, peg mill, match factory, shoe 
factories, knife factory and blacksmith shop. 

Mrs. Lydia Barnard of Watertown, who later became the 
wife af Aaron Wood, Esq., and a resident of Boxford, is said 
to have captured the first prisoner of the Revolutionary War. 

Boxford has always been ready when her country called, to 
serve either in times of peace or war, and the town has been 
well represented in every conflict. William Schouler, ‘late 
Adjutant General, says in the history of Massachusetts in the 
Civil War, that Boxford furnished ninety-two men for the 
war which was a surplus of five, over and above all demands. 
The historic Morse house, now owned by the town, was occu- 
pied at the time of the Civil War by two families, in which 
there were nine sons, all of whom volunteered in the service 
of their country, and one starved to death in Libby Prison. 
We think this is a national record of enlistment from one 
dwelling. 

There were five enlistments from Boxford for the Spanish- 
American War and thirty-five for the World War. 

The town was divided into two voting Precincts March 7, 
1887. The Australian Ballot and the Ballot Boxes were first 
used at the State Election in 1887. 

The Town Hall was built in 1890. The Town Seal was 
adopted March 5, 1900. 

The hurricane of September 21, 1938, blew down thousands 
of shade and forest trees as well as the flag pole on the Kast 
Parish Common, which it is hoped will soon be replaced.

Said Schoolhouse Building Committee to function only in 
the event that a Federal grant of Eleven thousand two hun- 
dred fifty (11,250) dollars is obtained by the town; and 
the sum of Thirteen thousand seven hundred fifty (13,750) 
dollars is raised and furnished by the town; the total cost 
of building and equipment of said schoolhouse to be kept 
within the sum of Twenty-five thousand (25,000) dollars;

We thought it might be of interest to the Town to know 
just where these Funds came from. 

Hon. Aaron Wood of Boxford, died Jan. 20, 1791, leav- 
ing his entire Real Estate to the Town of Boxford towards 
the support of a grammar school. 

This estate consisted of a large part of what is now Kel- 
sey’s Nursery, and other pieces of land in Boxford. 

May 9, 1793, the Committee chosen by the Town, com- 
prised of Thomas Perley, Jr., John Robinson, and Francis 
Perley, to have the care and leasing of this estate, reported 
they had leased the entire estate to different individuals for 
the term of 1000 years, for the sum of $2,107.1/6 from April 
1, 1793, the several purchasers covenanting to pay an annual 
acknowledgment of one penny each, if lawfully demanded 
during said term. 

The above sum of $2,107.1/6 was loaned to different in- 
dividuals and the interest paid to the Town Treasurer. 

In 1839 this fund amounted to only $2,044.32 At this 
time the Town received from the Surplus Revenue the sum of 
$1,180.91, which was added to the School Fund. 
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In 1867, Joseph Foster, son of John and Doreas Foster, 
born Aug. 5, 1783, left to the Town, for the support of Schools, 
the sum ae $176.00. 

Miss Mary Kimball, daughter of Samuel and Mary (Mueg- 
ferd) Kimball, died May 19, 1868, leaving the Town $75.00 
for the Support of Schools. 

In 1845, the Surplus Revenue fund had beeome reduced 
to $1,129.64; in 1871, it amounted to only $1,021.67. 

In 1871, the Aaron Wood fund, having increased a little, 
the Fund was as follows :—

After 1907, the interest from the Lawrence Savings Bank 
was allowed to remain and was added to the principal until 
19922, when there was $1,000.00 in each bank, and the funds 
are still in the same banks.

The /Selectmen, as sponsors of the W. P. A., wish to 
report that during the year 1938, there has been spent for 
labor and materials on the several projects in the Town of 
Boxford, approximately $12,000. Of this total, $1,160.50 
was furnished by the town and the balance was received 
from the Federal Government. 

During the winter and early spring our men worked 
on moth extermination, and in the warm weather, on high- 
way drainage and re-construction. This project was on Main 
Street in West Boxford where about 4,200 feet of ‘road 
was drained and a portion of the same was graveled. 

On January 27, 1938, three men were employed on 
W. P. A., and at the close of the year, the number employed 
has increased to fifteen. 

One young man is at present enrolled and working’ on 
the National Youth Administration, and two have been se- 
lected and accepted by the C. C. C. during the year. 

In addition to the above, the Surplus Commodity Divi- 
sion has furnished food to the value of $657.66, and cloth- 
ing valued at $111.00.

In March of 1938, George A. Keith, superintendent of 
our schools for many years, died after quite a long illness. 
Mr. Keith was a kindly and able man who had faithfully 
performed his duties in connection with our schools. His 
death is regretted by all who knew him. 

At a meeting of the Superintendeney Union held after 
the close of the school year in June, 1938, Mr. E. Perley 
Eaton was elected superintendent. Mr. Eaton is in every 
way qualified to carry on the work so well performed by 
the late Mr. Keith. 

Several changes have been made in teaching methods and 
textbook material during the present school year. The methods 
employed to teach reading have been changed and modern- 
ized. A new series of reading textbooks have been purchased, 
which are designed to allow the use of one continuous system 
from the first grade through the sixth grade. New teaching 
methods for history and new textbooks for history have been 
instituted. The teaching of history is now being supplemented 
with the showing of motion pictures in the schools dealing 
with different phases of United States History. These pic- 
tures are shown about once in two weeks, and are films that 
are particularly made for school work. A more complete 
description of these new methods is set out in the superin- 
tendent’s report. 

No changes in the faculty have been made in the past 
year, except that Mrs. Dorothy Killam has been added to the 
faculty as a sewing teacher. This subject is now given for 
one-half day a week in each school. 
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Equipment and tools have been installed in each school 
to make it possible to provide elementary manual training 
for the boys. While this equipment is simple, it is of good 
quality, designed to last for a number of years. Its use will 
fill to a slight extent a need that has long been felt in connec- 
tion with our school training. 

At the present time our expense item for high school 
tuition is larger than it has been for some years. There are 
thirteen more pupils attending high school than there were 
last year, and in September of 1939 we anticipate an increase 
of four more pupils in our high school census. The result 
of these increases is to increase the cost of high school tuition 
and result in our budget being slightly higher this year than 
last. This increase is to some extent offset by the reduction 
of eost of tuition which was obtained from Topsfield High 
School last year. Our High School tuition cost for the pres- 
ent school year at Topsfield is $100 per pupil as compared 
with $130 per pupil in prior years. 

All details in connection with the town application for 
a Federal grant to assist in the construction of a new school 
in the West Parish were approved by the Federal authorities 
on October 21, 1988. At the date of this report, however, 
no Federal funds have been specifically allotted to us for this 
project. If a new appropriation is made for such purposes 
by the Federal Government, in all probability, funds will be 
quickly allotted to our project, thereafter. A full report of 
the status of this matter is contained in the report of the 
Special Committee appearing elsewhere in this town report.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1938. 

Last March all were saddened by the death of Super- 
intendent George A. Keith. Mr. Keith had served faithfully 
the schools of his district for fifteen years. His love for 
children kept him in close contact with the pupils and made 
him their friendly advisor and confidant. In spite of failing 
health, Mr. Keith worked hard in his chosen profession. He 
will ever be remembered by the pupils that knew him as their 
superintendent. 

During the spring months the programs of study of 
each school were carefully investigated. The teachers c¢o- 
operated in this work and valuable information was obtained, 
which will help in building a uniform program through the 
Elementary grades, with proper preparation for the work of 
the High Schools. The teachers were brought together in 
Union Teachers’ Meetings. Discussions on Reading, Arith- 
metic and school programs were held. This fall the teachers’ 
meetings were continued to outline and unify the work of 
each grade in spelling, arithmetic and geography. 

Recently a Teachers’ Association was established, which 
is a part of the Massachusetts Teachers Federation. Through 
the group meetings much valuable teaching material is ob- 
tainable. It would be difficult to measure the values ob- 
tained from the social contacts at the parties and socials 
that follow the meetings. 

Pupils of our schools participated in a Union Spelling 
Bee, which was used as a motivating device for the teaching 
of spelling. Several hundred graded words were learned 
by the pupils. The Spelling Bee was held at Perley High 
School, Georgetown, and was well attended. Next spring 
the bee will be carried on at Rowley. 


Changes in Curriculum 


As many of the failures in High School and College are 
due to the lack of ability to read for meaning, it was decided 
that reading should be the first problem in the reorganization 
of the school curriculum. Early in the fall, the School Com- 
mittee adopted a new system of Reading for Grades 1 through 
6. The Childhood Readers by Grady, Klapper and. Gifford 
were introduced into both schools. The readers are proving 
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to be much superior to the method used previously. Charts 
and workbooks, which accompany the system, have been a 
great help in teaching the younger pupils the mechanics of 
reading. In the upper grades the child learns to read for 
meaning. 

To complete the reading system and to better prepare 
our pupils for the literature work of the High School, a new 
literature series was adopted for grades 7 and 8. Interest 
Trails in Literature by Hellene Willy Hartley, will it is hoped, 
ereate a desire for more and better reading. The course 
should develop a knowledge of the characters of fiction that 
boys and girls should know. 

The New World Past and Present and The Old World 
Past and Present, new social science books, by Webb, Camp- 
bell and Nida, which have been introduced very recently in 
erades 5, 6, 7, and 8 are greatly appreciated. The combina- 
tion of history, geography and civies into a single course, 
proves not only teachable, but more meaningful than the 
separate subjects had ever been. 

Mrs. Dorothy Killam has been added to the faculty of 
the schools of Boxford, as sewing teacher. Mrs. Killam is 
well trained for the work having taught the science at several 
other towns. She work a half-day each week in each school 
with the girls of grades 5, 6, 7, and 8. The work is progress- 
ing rapidly, and it is hoped that an exhibition in the spring 
will show the work that is being done. 

While Mrs. Killam is at the school, the boys under the 
direction of Miss Sarah Corbett and Miss Eunice Whittier 
in their respective schools receive training in craft and wood- 
work. New tools and equipment have been purchased, which 
have created new interest in this important field. The boys 
will exhibit their work later in the year. 

Every other week a series of moving pictures pertaining 
to American History are shown at the Boxford schools. A 
few of the titles follow: Yorktown, Daniel Boone, Alexander 
Hamilton, The Pilgrims, Vincennes, etc. Visual Education 
is proving most effectual in all schools. These films certainly 
acquaint the pupils with United States History in a vital and 
living manner. 

The health program has been carried on in the usual 
manner, with Dr. Stephen Maddock and Mrs. Theresa Plum- 
mer. Mrs. Plummer’s fine work is to be commended. One 
addition has been made this year—the pupils of both schools 
have been transported to the Georgetown Central School by 
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Mrs. Plummer for dental work. In a fwlly equipped dental 
office, Dr. Richard B. Larkin of Haverhill has done the den- 
tal work at a reduced cost to the parents. This project has 
been carried on at no expense to the Town of Boxford. 

The people of Boxford, realizing that a new schoolhouse 
was a vital need in West Boxford, voted at a town meeting 
in September to build a new schoolhouse under provisions of 
the W. P. A. The money of this fund was exhausted and 
the Town of Boxford has not received the government allot- 
ment on this project. It is felt that, after the 1939 Congress 
has passed various appropriation bills, the government money 
will help build a much needed school plant in West Boxford. 

The water of each school shows that it is free from pollu- 
tion and bacteria. It has been checked by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health and will be examined about every 
three months. 

There are forty-seven pupils enrolled in high schools for 
which the town pays tuition, whereas last years’ report shows 
that 34 pupils were attending high schools. This is an in- 
erease of 13 pupils, which increases greatly the cost of tuition 
at the high schools. It was possible to obtain a lower rate 
from Topsfield High School. The tuition at Topsfield was 
$130 per pupil per year. Starting with the fall of 1938, the 
tuition was reduced to $100 per year making a net saving of 
$30 per pupil for 26 pupils, which nets the town $780. It 
is hoped that this saving will care for the additional tuition 
that is necessary. 

In concluding this, my first report, may I express my 
appreciation to the School Committee for their confidence 
and help, and to the teachers and supervisors, who continued 
te help me in directing the educational activities of this com- 
munity.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


T'o the Superintendent of the Boxford Schools: 

In response to your request for a report of the work done 
in Music, I submit the following: 

In planning the outline of Music Study for the elemen- 
tury grades the chief aim has been first, to arouse in the 
hearts of the children a love for the art and second, to teach 
them the mechanics so that in later years they will be able to 
express themselves through Music, either by means of the 
voice or by playing some instrument and also to appreciate 
the best in Music. 

In the first four grades, rote songs and tone and rhythm 
drills have been given in addition to learning to read by note 
in the first four sharp and flat keys in Readers up to and in- 
cluding two part music. Some simple music appreciation 
was also given. 

In the upper grades advance work in note reading is 
studied besides work in Music Appreciation by means of Vic- 
trola, Records, etc. Sketches of the composers lives are also 
studied along with the instruments of the orchestra. Musical 
quizzes and occasional tests on keys and rhythm are given. 

During the month of December much time is spent on 
Christmas Carols. The children both sing and learn the 
Carols of different countries and also learn their origin. 

During the last weeks of the school year the major part 
of the music periods are devoted to the preparation of the 
graduation program and the pupils work hard memorizing 
their songs and show much interest in the work. I wish to 
express my appreciation for the fine support and cooperation 
given me by the Superintendent and school committee and 
teachers.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED AT THE 
SPECIAL TOWN MEETING HELD IN SEPTEMBER, 
1938, TO HAVE CHARGE OF THE CONSTRUCTION 

OF A NEW SCHOOL BUILDING IN WEST BOXFORD 


Immediately after the conclusion of the Special Town 
Meeting, the Committee appointed met at the Town Hall and 
organized with Paul F. Wadleigh as chairman, Harry L. Cole 
as official correspondent of the Committee in connection with 
PWA correspondence, and W. J. Greenler, Jr. as secretary. 

Plans and outlined specifications of a new school building 
submitted by different architects were gone over, and George 
A. Cornet of Lynn, was unanimously selected as architect 
for the project. Mr. Cornet immediately proceeded to pre- 
pare the necessary blue prints, etc., and the Committee and 
the architect collaborated in the preparation of the necessary 
PWA documents. These documents, together with the plans 
and outlined specifications, were filed in the Regional Office 
of the Federal Emergency Administration of Public Works 
at New York City on September 30, 1938. At the time of 
filing, they received preliminary approval and a docket num- 
ber was assigned. In the latter part of October, information 
was received from the local PWA office in Boston to the effect 
that the Boxford application had received final approval ‘of 
the New York Regional Office on October 21, 1938, and for- 
warded to Washington for allotment of funds. The chair- 
man of the Committee kept in close contact with the Boston 
office thereafter, and from time to time was informed that 
there was no further action that the town could take, and 
that it must wait its turn on the allotment. On November 29, 
the chairman of the committee telegraphed Senator David I. 
Walsh in Washington, asking Senator Walsh to investigate 
the present status of the project. As a result of this tele- 
gram, on December 5, 1938, Senator Walsh wrote the chair- 
man, enclosing a copy of a letter which he had received from 
H. A. Gray, assistant administrator of the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works in Washington. <A copy of 
this letter follows:

‘‘T have your letter of November 29, requesting to 
be advised as to the prospects of approval of the Boxford 
school project Docket, No. Mass. 1608. The application 
for this project has been received in Washington. 

‘Applications were submitted to the Public Works 
Administration under the authority of the Public Works 
Administration Appropriation Act of 1938, requesting 
funds much in exeess of the amount made available for 
allocation under the appropriation, and accordingly it 
has not been possible to make allotments to all of them. 

‘‘Tn accordance with the purpose of the Act, namely, 
to create employment quickly, allotments were made for 
projects as early as favorable conclusions could be 
reached on the applications in order that construction 
could be started and employment furnished with the least 
possible delay. Consequently, substantially all of the 
money appropriated by the 1938 Act has now been 
allotted and we can offer you no encouragement at the 
present time regarding an allotment for this project. 
‘“‘T regret that I am unable to write you more favorably.

On January 9, 1939, the chairman wrote to Congressman 
George J. Bates, and on January 11, a reply was received from 
Congressman Bates, the pertinent parts of which are quoted:

‘“‘This is to acknowledge receipt of your letter, with 
enclosures, relative to the application of the Town of 
Boxford. 

‘‘T have discussed this matter at quite some length, 
and from every angle, with the P. W. A. authorities here 
in Washington. The plain facts in the matter are, that the 
allocation of W. P. A. money was made on all projects 
last year insofar as the appropriations permitted them 
to do so. I am informed that hundreds of projects did 
not receive approval because of lack of P. W. A. funds. 
There are no new projects being considered at the present 
time. It is impossible for me to state, at the time of 
writing, whether or not any further P. W. A. appro- 
priations will be made during this session of Congress. 
There seems to be a very strong inclination to tighten 
up on appropriations all around .. .

In various telephone conversations held with the director 
of the local P. W. A. office in Boston, we have been informed 
that many projects where the applications for grants involved 
a sum less than $50,000 were held up to allow larger projects 
involving a greater use of labor to go through. 

We were also informed that there is still a chance that 
funds will later be allocated to some of these smaller projects. 
We have also been informed that if a new P. W. A. appropri- 
ation is made for 1939, then our project should be one of the 
first to receive funds. At the present time there is nothing 
further that the Committee can do. It is possible that Fed- 
eral funds will be allocated to our project before the summer 
of 1939. If, however, no Federal funds are allocated to this 
project by that time, it might be well for the town to con- 
sider the feasibility of the erection of this school building 
without assistance from the Federal Government.

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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts

To Either of the Constables of the Town of Boxford in said 
County. 


Greeting : 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town 
of Boxford, qualified to vote in Elections and in town affairs, 
to meet in Lincoln Hall, West Boxford, on Monday the sixth 
day of March next, at eight o’clock in the forenoon, then and 
there to act on the following articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose the following officers, viz: 


Moderator for one year. 

Selectman, for three years. 

Assessor of Taxes, for three years. 

Collector of Taxes for one year. 

Constable, East Parish, for one year. 

Constable, West Parish, for one year. 

Highway Surveyor, East Parish, for one year. 
Highway Surveyor, West Parish, for one year. 
One member of School Committee, for three years. 
One member of Board of Health, for three years. 
Tree Warden, for one year. 


The above named officers will be voted upon one ballot. 


THE POLLS WILL BE OPEN AT 8:30 oclock A. M. 
and MAY CLOSE AT 12:30 o’clock P. M. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 


Article 3. To hear and act on the reports of Town Offi- 
cers and Committees. 


Article 4. To receive and act on the report of the Town 
Accountant. 


Article 5. To take any action as may be deemed best 
relative to compensation of Town Officers and Committees 
for the ensuing year. 
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Article 6. To act on the suggested budget and see what 
sums of money the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the use of the several departments for the current year, 
to wit: Schools, Highways, and bridges, Charities, Health 
Department, Soldiers’ Relief, Street Lighting, Moth Suppres- 
sion, State Aid, Memorial Day, Forest Warden, Town Hall, 
Election expenses, Reserve Fund, Interest on Temporary 
loans, Sealer of weights and measures, Town Accountant, 
Clerk’s department, Treasurer, Selectmen and all other nec- 
essary and proper expenses arising during said year. 


Article 7. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to unexpended appropriations. 


Article 8. To see what compensation the town will pay 
for labor in the several departments for the ensuing year. 


Article 9. To appropriate money that may be refund- 
ed on account of dog licenses, to libraries and schools. 


Article 10. To allow bills of charge and to raise and 
appropriate money for paying the same. 


Article 11. To take such action as may be deemed best 
in regard to making roads passable when encumbered with 
snow. 


Article 12. To determine when the taxes shall be com- 
mitted to the Collector, also the manner of collecting same. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1939, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chap.

To see if the town will vote to transfer the 
electric street light now opposite the old Paradis blacksmith 
shop on Main Street in West Boxford to a point opposite 
Sperry’s Beach, so-called, or take any other action regarding 
the matter. 
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Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used in the development of the 
Town Forest. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to accept as a 
publie way a section of private way running northwesterly 
from Main Street 375 feet to a point opposite the residence 
of Edward K. Mortimer, as laid out by the Selectmen and 
filed with the Town Clerk, and to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the establishment and maintenance of said way. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $169.36 as the Town of Boxford’s share 
of the cost of securing a reduction in 1936 of the per kilowatt 
hour charge for electricity sold and delivered by the Lawrence 
Gas and Electric Company, or take any action in the matter.
